All seven Judges of the Court 
en banc agreed on the result of

R.A. F. PLANE SINKS SHIP 
FROM 8000 FEET? USING 
‘AMERICAN BOMB-SIGHT 


LONDON, June 11 (AP). 
RELIABLE United States 
source said today that a 
British bomber equipped

bomb-sight sank an Axis ship 
off the Dutch coast June 7 with 
a direct hit from: 8000 feet with 
the first bomb released.

WASHINGTON, June 11 (AP) — 


| President Roosevelt, reporting that 


“a little over $75,000,000" of de- 
fense materials have been trans- 
ferred under the lease-lend law, 
told Congress today “we will help 
Britain to outstrip the Axis Pow- 
-ers in munitions of war.” 

“And we will see to it,” he’ em- 
phasized, “that these munitions get 
to the places where they can be 
effectively used to weaken and de- 
feat the aggressors.” 

He made no mention of methods 
to be used to insure delivery.

WASHINGTON, June 11 (AP).— 
Portugal had the assurance today 
of Secretary of State Hull that 


the United States has “no aggres- 


sive intentions” against its island 
possessions, but also received a 
warning against allowing their use 
by Nazi forces, 

In his reply yesterday to a 
Portuguese note that was not 
made public, Hull said this coun- 
try viewed with mounting anxiety 
“the constantly expanding acts of 
aggression on the part of a cer- 
tain belligerent power which now 
threaten the peace and safety of 
the countries of this hemisphere.” 

While the United States has no 
designs on the Azores, the Cape 
Verde Islands, or “the sovereignty 
or territorial integrity of any other 
country,” Hull said, United States 
policy is based on “the inalienable 
~right of self defense.” 

President Roosevelt had declared 
in his speech that Germany has 
“the armed power at any moment 
to occupy Spain and Portugal”; 
that Nazi occupation or control of 
the Cape Verde Islands and the 
Azores would “directly endanger 


the freedom of the Atlantic and 


our own physical safety,” and that 
the islands would “provide a 
springboard for actual attack 
against the integrity and inde- 
pendence of Brazil and its neigh- 
boring republics.” 

Portugal took exception to these 
remarks, as it previously had in 
connection with suggestions by 
Senator Pepper (Dem.), Florida, 
that the United States occupy the 
Portuguese islands. 

In the case of Pepper, the United 
States told Portugal that it had 
no aggressive designs on the is- 
lands and explained that the Sen- 
ator was not speaking for the Gov- 
ernment. 

The new Portuguese note was 
delivered on May 30, three days 
after the President made his 
speech. 

The Hull note was sent to the 
Portuguese Minister, Dr. Joao An- 
tonio de Bianchi. 


Lisbon Papers Demand Clarifica- 
tion of Roosevelt Remarks. 

LISBON, June 11 (AP). — The 
Portuguese press is demanding 
clarification of President Roose- 
velt’s declaration that Nazi occu- 
pation of the Azores and Cape 
Verde Islands would endanger 
freedom of the Atlantic “and our 
own physical safety.” 

Almost every Lisbon newspaper 
yesterday published an editorial 
agreeing that the President’s 
statements were not. sufficiently 
clear. 

O Seculo wrote that if the Unit- 
ed. States were -endangered, the 
Axis would likewise be endangered 
by American occupation. 

“Both sides, t6 their own advan- 
tage, ought to keep out of Portu- 
guese islands.” 

It went on to say that the Axis 
lacks the means to attack the 
Azores, Maderia and Cape Verde 
Islands so they could be menaced 
only by British and American na- 
val guns. 

“They would have to face resist- 
ance to the last resource,” the pa- 
per said. 

Novidades, official organ of the 
Church of Portugal, said that even 
if America “ironically” meant to 
“offer her strong army to support 
Portugal in defending its insular 
provinces we should repel such 
suggestion because Portuguese ter- 
ritory has not been threatened by 
anyone and we know that our Gov- 
ernment is wisely and ably prepar- 
ing its defens&”

THAT U-BOAT SANK 
US SHIP AWAITED 


Officials to Question Sur- 
vivors Who Are Quoted 
as Saying Robin Moor 


Was Torpedoed. 


WASHINGTON, June 11 (AP).— 
The State Department sought first 
hand confirmation today of sur- 
vivors’ reports that the merchant- 
man Robin Moor, flying the Amer- 
ican flag, was sent to the bottom 
by a torpedo from a German sub- 
marine. 

Government officials declined to 
discuss the question of action until 
formal reports are received from 
diplomatic representatives in Bra- 
zil who are to question the il 
known survivors when they land 
at Recife. 

The Brazilian steamer Osorio, 
with the survivors aboard, is due 
to make that port tonight (at 8 
o'clock St. Louis time). The fact 
that three of the rescued men were 
ship’s officers increased official 
hopes here of obtaining an au- 
thentic, detailed account of the 
5000-ton Robin Moor’s end in the 
South Atlantic, midway between 
Dakar and Natal, Brazil, on May 
21. The ship was en route from 
New York to South Africa. 

The survivors were described as 
being in fairly good physical con- 
dition despite exhaustion after 
spending 18 days in an open boat 
without adequate water supplies 
under the equatorial sun. 

35 Missing. 

Meanwhile, 
brought no word of the other 35 
persons, including three women 
and a child, who were aboard the 
ship and took to three lifeboats 
when it went down. They have 
been missing three weeks today 
and their chances of survival 
steadily grew more remote. 

The statement of the survivors 
that a U-boat torpedoed the Robin 
Moor was radioed to the Associ- 
ated Press at Rio de Janeiro last 
night by Capt. Waldemar Lucio 
Pereira, master of the rescue 
ship Osorio. His message read: 

“Survivors said the Robin Moor 
was torpedoed by a German sub, 
marine.” 

This was the first positive infor- 
mation on the source of the report 
that an underseas raider had de- 
stroyed the ship. Previous mes- 
sages had given no authority for 
statements that a U-boat was re- 
sponsible. 

If it should be established with- 
out doubt that the Robin Moor was 
a victim of Nazi sea warfare, dip- 
lomatic quarters here said that 
the situation created would be 
without precedent in the present 
war, 


One Loss by Mine. 

If the unofficial reports are 
borne out, they said, the Robin 
Moor would be the first American 
ship sunk by direct belligerent ac- 
tion since the outbreak of the war. 
One other American ship was sunk 
by a mine off Australia several 
months ago. 

The belief was expressed that 
the United States probably would 
call on Germany for an explana- 
tion—more than likely in a note 
eee in the language of a warn- 
ng. 

On the basis of information re- 
ceived, diplomatic sources said that 
circumstances indicated the Robin 
Moor had been sunk without warn- 
ing and that the raider ‘ignored 
the search and seizure procedure 
prescribed by international law. 
Secretary of the Navy Knox has 
condemned such sinkings as pirate 
warfare, 

Another point that would be 
relevant, they said, was that the 
Robin Moor’s cargo contained no 


definition accepted by the United 
States, 

It was noted further that Steph- 
en Early, White Hotise secre- 
tary, while avoiding any discussion 
of the cause of the sinking, told 
reporters it seemed clear that it 
occurred “in American waters— 
on thig side of the Atlantic.”

CHURCHILL PARRIES PROPOSAL 
FOR IMPERIAL WAR CABINET 


LONDON, June 11 (AP).—Prime 
Minister Churchill parried sugges- 
tions in Commons today that an 
imperial war cabinet be summoned 
in London with the assertion that 
it would be at least “in the summer 
or the autumn” before various em- 
pire leaders could assemble here. 

While he said “I should warmly 
welcome a meeting of the Domin- 
ion Prime Ministers and I am in 
constant correspondence with 
them,” he added there had been 
“no official formal request” from 
overseas for the creation of an 


imperial Cabinet.

That issue, he told graduates of 
the United States Military Acad- 
emy is “so clear-cut that its nature 
should be apparent to anyone who 
faces it fairly. 

“To anyone brought up in Amer- 
lican standards it is an issue be- 
tween right and wrong, between 
freedom and slavery, between kind- 
ness and cruelty, Such an issue 
is not ‘subject to compromise.

“We are now facing exactly the 
same situation in the whole world 
which Abraham Lincoln faced 
within our nation 83 years ago 
when he pointed out that a na- 
tion divided upon such an issue 
could not remain divided. It must 
either become all one thing or ‘all 
the other. 

“The world today is divided be- 
tween two camps and the issue 
between those camps is irrecon- 
cilable. 

“So I am inclined to think that 
you will understand me and agree 
with me when I say that the very 
sharpness of the issue which the 
leaders of the Axis Powers have 
raised not only demonstrates that 
any compromise between their sys- 
tem and ours is impossible; but it 
also demonstrates by that very 
fact that, however powerful and 
effective and dangerous their sys- 
tem may seem to be at the mo- 
ment, it is a system so at variance 
with the entire history of man’s 
progress that it will not endure 
permanently.”

Section 5 (B). of public law No. 
11, Seventy-seventh ap- 
proved by me on March 11, 1941, 
provides in part as follows: 

“The President from time to 
time, but not less frequently than 
once every 90 days, shall transmit 
to the Congress a report of opera- 
tions under this act except such 
information as he deems incom- 
patible with the public interest to 
disclose.” In compliance with this 
provision, I am submitting this 
report.

This 
Government, therefore, made avail- 
able all that it possibly could out 
of its surplus stocks of munitions. 
In June of 1940, the British Gov- 
ernment received from our surplus 
stocks rifles, machine guns, field 
artillery, ammunition, and aircraft 
in a value of more than $43,000,- 
000. This was equipment that 
would have taken months and 
months to produce and which, with 
the exception of the aircraft, cost 
about $300,000,000 to produce dur- 
ing the World War period. Most 
of this materiel would not have 
been usable if we had kept it 
much longer. This equipment ar- 
rived in Britain after the retreat 
from Dunkerque, where the Brit- 
ish had lost great quantities of 
guns and other military supplies. 
No one can appraise what effect 


| the delivery of these supplies had 


upon the successful British resist- 
ance in the summer and fall of 
1940 when they were fighting 
against such terrific odds. 

Since June, 1940, this Govern- 
ment has continued to supply war 
materiel from its surplus stocks, 
in addition to the materiel pro- 
duced by private manufacturers. 
The 50 over-age destroyers which 
Britain received in exchange for 
the defense bases were a part of 
the aid supplied by the Govern- 
ment.

“The chief headache in the bi- 
tuminous coal situation—and it is 
a serious one—is to see that this 
bulk commodity, which is more 
than 30 per cent of the total rail 
traffic of the nation, is moved 
from the mines to the consumers 
with a minimum interference with 
other commodities that must be 
moved if national defense is to be 
accelerated without interruption. 

“Every coal consumer who has 
the storage space and the money 
can do his bit for the nation by 
ordering and taking delivery dur- 
ing the summer months. Orders 
should be placed now and deliv- 
ery taken as soon as producers, 
distributors and retailers can move 
the coal.”

U-Boats Credited With

BERLIN, June 11 (AP).—The 
German navy and air force sank 
a total of 2,235,000 tons of British 


ships or ships carrying goods to 
Britain during the first four 
months of 1941, the high command 
declared today in a report sum- 
marizing military - operations for 
that period. 

To the navy was credited 1,471,- 
000 tons—978,000 tons by subma- 
rines and 493,000 by surface ships 
—and to the air force 170 ships 
totaling 764,000 tons. 

In addition, some 1,200,000 tons 
of shipping in British use was re- 
ported damaged. 

Losses by Mines. 

To these totals must be added 
British losses by mines and valu- 
able prizes brought into ports un- 
der German domination, the high 
command said. Figures or these 
losses were not given. 

German losses for the period 

German losses for the hmm 
consisted of one torpedo boat, three 
submarines and three smaller 
craft, it was stated. 

In air warfare against the Brit- 
ish navy during this period, the 
Germans said, eight English men- 
of-war were sunk and an addi- 
tional 24 vessels, among them two 
cruisers and. eight destroyers, 


were damaged. 
Raids on Britain. 


The German air force carried 
eut 38 attacks against English 
transport centers, harbors and in- 
dustrial areas, the high command 
said. 

A total of 97 British planes were 
shot down by anti-aircraft guns 
and 272 in air battles over Great 
Britain and the continent, it was 
stated, while 73 were destroyed on 
the ground. 

The German figure for the same 
period of four months was given 
as “considerably” under 50 per 
cent of the British losses, which 
totaled 584 planes, exclusive of 
operations in the Balkans and 
Crete, it was said.

17,547 ITALIAN TROOPS 
SUFFERED FROSTBITE IN 
ALBANIA, MUSSOLINI SAYS 


ROME, June 11 (AP). 

N his address to the Cham- 

ber of Fasces and Guilds yes- 

terday, Premier Mussolini 
announced the Italian army 
in Albania had lost 13,502 killed 
and 38,768 wounded, while 17,- 
547 troops suffered frostbite, 
most of whom, he said, had 
since recovered. ~ 

He said that 560,603 men were 
transported by convoy to Alba- 
nia in the war with Greece and 
supplied with 14,000 tons of 
goods a day in 1360 crossings 
of the Adriatic. 

Italy lost 17 steamers and 
three torpedo boats sunk by the 
enemy and five steamerg and 
six torpedo boats were dam- 
aged, he said, but only 295 men, 
or one-twentieth of one per cent 
of those transported, were lost. 

Italian planes have transport- 
ed 30,851 men and 3016 tons of 
material in 7102 flying hours, 
while German planes have 
transported 39,916 men and 2923 
tons of. material in 13,312 fly- 
ing hours. he said. One plane 
was lost with 20 men in a take- 
off accident in southern Italy, 
he added, 

Mussolini said that the air 
force in Albania shot déwn 261 
enemy planes and damaged 118. 
The Italians lost 97 planes shot 
down and had 71 damaged, with 
233 airmen killed or missing.

Three original proceedings, grow- 
ing out of ‘the same subject mat- 
ter, present identical questions for 
our decision. In No. 37,053—cer- 
tiorari—the Pulitzer Publishing 

Company asks us to quash a judg- 

ment of the St. Louis Circuit Court 

finding it guilty of contempt and 
fining it $2000. In cases numbered 

37,054 and 37,055 petitioners Fitz- 

patrick and Coghlan seek release 

by habeas corpus from sentence of 
imprisonment imposed for the 
fame alleged contempt. Judge 

Rowe, who tried the contempt 

proceedings, has died; but in No. 

37,053, in which alone he was a 

party to the record, the cause has 

been revived against his successor 
in office. 


The facts of the alleged con- 
tempt are these: John P. Nick 
and Edward M. Brady, officers of 
@ union of motion picture opera- 
tors, were indicted for an alleged 
extortion from theater exhibitors 
in St. Louis. It was charged that 
said defendants, claiming to act 
for the union but in reality at- 
tempting to enrich themselves, de- 
manded increased pay for the 
union members; that they in- 
formed the theater exhibitors that 
their demand would be withdrawn 
if they individually were paid 
$10,000; that,.the exhibitors, co- 
erced by fear of a strike, met this 
demand. A _ similar indictment 
was returned against Nick and 
one Weston. Both cases were 
pending in Division 12 of the Cir- 
cuit Court. In the first case a 
severance was granted. Nick's 
case came on for trial first. The 
judge nisi, finding that the state 
had failed to produce evidence of 
two essential elements of the 
charge, directed an acquittal. 
Later the Brady case was set. 
Judge Rowe called counsel into 
a pretrial conference. There is 
no imputation of improper action 
in connection with this confer- 
ence. At the close thereof the 
judge, in open court, asked the 
circuit attorney whether or not 
he had any evidence to offer be- 
sides that which had been re- 
ceived on.Nick’s trial. The prose- 
cutor answered that while he had 
some additional evidence against 
Brady, the evidence of the state 
on the two crucial issues of threat 
and conspiracy would be identical 
with the proof at the former trial. 
Thereupon the judge, quite prop- 
erly, stated that if the evidence 
were the sante he would be forced 
again to direct an acquittal and 
suggested that putting on the 
state’s case would involve a need- 
less waste of time and money. 
The circuit attorney then entered 
a nollie prosequi. At thaf time 
the Nick and Weston case had 
not yet been reached for trial on 
the docket,

“An utterly unconvincing per- 
formance was given in the court 
of Circuit Judge Thomas J. Rowe 
Jr. yesterday in the latest fiasco 
in the John P. Nick-Putty Nose 
Brady $10,000 extortion trials. Pre- 
sumably it was a serious presen- 
tation, but those hardy spectators 
who gathered in the hope that 
drama of some proportions would 
unfold saw what fell little short 
of a burlesque on justice. 


“Notwithstanding tme makings 
of a lively play and a notable cast 
of characters, there was nothing 
to hold the audience’s interest. 
There was little action, and all 
there was merely brought the per- 
formance to an abrupt and un- 
timely end. 


“Only two players had parts of 
prominence, After a behind-the- 
scenes prologue in the Judge's 
chambers in which all the princi- 
pals participated, the first and 
only act opened before Judge 
Rowe’s bench. The jury had not 
yet been selected, although 30 ve- 
niremen had been called. The Cir- 
cuit Attorney and counsel for the 
defendant announced ready. ) 


“With that, the Judge asked the 
Circuit A if he had any 
further evidence which would show 
a conspiracy between John P. 
Nick, who did not appear on the 
stage although a member of the 
cast, and Putty Nose. This re- 
ferred to evidence submitted by 
the Circuit Attorney in the Nick 
trials, the fourth of which was 
cut off when Judge Rowe ordered 
a verdict of acquittal last Jan- 
uary. The Circuit Attorney said 
that he would present some addi- 
tional evidence which he could 
not present in the Nick case, as 
Putty Nose and Nick. were not 
billed together in the earlier trials. 


“But the Circuit Attorne indi- 
cated that he thought the — 
on the two ‘essential elements of 
conspiracy and threat’ was suffi- 
cient for his case. At any rate, 
he said he was ready to try Putty 
Nose on the evidence he had. 

“The performance was now mov- 
ing swiftly to its unforeseen end. 
‘Then,’ said the Judge, ‘there is 
not further evidence to prove the 
essential elements of this indict- 
ment. The Court will be inclined 
to sustain a demurrer at the end 
of the case, the Court having ruled 
in the Nick case that the State 
failed to prove the essential ele- 
ments of the charge.’ 


“Thereupon the Judge suggested 
that the State dismiss the case to 
‘save the unnecessary expense of 
a useless trial,’ the Prosecuting At- 
torney accepted the recommenda- 
— 9* and the curtain fell like a 
shot. 


“"The Amazing Case of Putty 
Nose’ raises questions which many 
frectators will want answered. In 
explaining his ruling in the fourth 
Nick trial—the ruling which kept 
the case of the movie union racket- 
eer from the jury—Jude Rowe 
said that it was a close question 
which he had to decide. If the 
decision was as difficult as that 
in the Nick case, was he justified 
then in stopping the Putty Nose 
case when he was assured that 
evidence would be presented which 
could not be presented in the Nick 
case? Might he not have let the 
case be heard and then have de- 
cided on the facts as presented in 
court, as he did in the Nick case? 

“His answer to the last question 
was that it was foolish to put the 
State to the expense of a useless 
trial. This would have been more 
convincing if courts and lawyers 
in Missouri had made a practice 
of showing concern for the cost of 
trials and criminal prosecutions. 
It did not square with the quick- 
ness with which lawyers regular- 
ly invoke the costly rule of sever- 
ance for defendants in criminal 
trials. Nor did it harmonize with 
the failure of Circuit Judges to 
use their influence to rid Missouri 
criminal procedure of this auto- 
matic waste of time and money. 

“As for Sigmund Bass and Paul 
Dillion, cast as Putty Nose’s No. 1 
and No. 2 lawyers, what they did 
not do in view of the audience was 
more notable than what they did. 
For it will be remembered that 
they played Nick’s counsel in the 
earlier productions. In those roles, 
they were confronted with 
mony of Fred Wehrenberg that he 
and two other theater owners’ paid 
Putty Nose $10,000 at the Jeffer- 
son-Gravois Bank on the day Nick 
signed the old wage-scale con- 
tract for the movie operators. 

“As Nick’s counsel, Messrs. Bass 
and Dillon said in effect that the 
Putty Nose affair was none of 
their business. Putty Nose might 
have gone to the theater owners 


and asked them for money, he 
might have ‘conned’ them out of 
their $10,000 (‘conned’ was Actor

“Franklin Miller, in the role of 
Circuit Attorney, read his lines in 
his usual ham-actor manner. He 
might have electrified the audience 
as a fighting protector of popular 
rights, but not once did he show 
so much as a spark of fire. In 
fact, he yielded go easily that it is 
doubtful if he realized how ab- 
jectly he was defeated. 

“The statute of limitations shuts 
Miller off from bringing a rein- 
dictment and an attempt to pro- 
duce a full-length play with a suc- 
cessful climax. But statute of limi- 
tations or no, that would have been 
most unlikely, to judge by the 
long record of dismal flops in his 
11 years on the Market street 
Rialto.”

On Origin of Power 


To Punish for Contempt. 


Counsel have discussed at length 
the origin of the power to punish 
for contempt. Is it statutory or con- 
stitutional? In State ex inf. Crow 
‘vs, Shepherd, 177 Mo. 205, 76 S. W. 
79, 99 Am. St. Rep. 624, this court 
specifically held that the power is 
derived from the Constitution. It 
is part of the inherent judicial 
power of the coirrts (Section 1, Ar- 
ticle VI, Constitution of Missouri). 
The Shepherd case was cited with 
approval on this point in State ex 
rel. C. B. & Q: R. vs. Bland, 189 
Mo. 197, 88 S. W. 28 and in C. B. & 
Q. R. vs. Gildersleeve, 219 Mo. 170, 
118 8S. W. 86, 16 Ann, Cas. 749. In 
the latter case a minority composed 
of Woodson, Graves and Lamm, 
JJ., dissented. The dissenting opin- 
ion clearly recognizes the consti- 
tutional origin of the contempt 
power, but holds that the Legisla- 
ture may properly limit the extent 
of punishment to be imposed upon 
a contemnor, The case of In re 
Clark, 208 Mo. 121, 106 S. W. 990, 
15 L. R. A. (N, 8.) 389, also recog- 
nizes that the power to punish for 
contempt is inherent. In Ex parts 
Creasy, 243 Mo. 679, 148 S. W. 914, 
we had before us the question of 
whether or not a sentence for con- 
tempt which exceeded the statutory 
limits then existing (Section 3882, 
R. S. 1909) was valid. We held that 
it was not and that while the con- 
tempt power came from the Consti- 
tution, we would, out of respect 
for the opinion of a _ co-ordinate 

of the Government, recog- 
nize legislative limits to the pun- 
ishment to be imposed upon a con- 
temnor. Speaking of the Shepherd 
and Gildersleeve cases, we said: 
“Let those cases be overruled to 
the extent indicated in the dissent- 
ing opinion in the Gildersleeve 
case.” Again, In ré Elliston, 256 
Mo. 378, 165 S. W. 987, In re. Howell 
and Ewing, 273 Mo. 96, 200 S. W. 65, 
Ex parte Lemond, 295 Mo. 586, 245 
8S. W. 1057, Noell vs. Bender; .317 
Mo. 392, 295 S. W. 532, and Thomp- 
son vs. Farmers’ Exchange Bank, 
3383 Mo. 437, S. W. (2d) 803, we ex- 
pressly approved what was said in 
the Shepherd case with regard to 
the origin of the contempt power. 

The judicial power granted to the 
courts by the Constitution is the 
power to perform what is gener- 
ally recognized as the judicial func- 
tion—the trying and determining of 
cases in controversy. It includes 
those incidental powers which are 
necessary and proper to the per- 
‘formance of that function. The 
power to punish civil contempts, 
as above defined, is, for example, 
mecessary to the existence of a 
court of equity, and the power to 
punish as contemnors those who 
actively interfere with the func- 
tioning of any court is equally nec- 
essary for its existence. 

Furthermore, at the time when 
our Constitution of 1820 was adopt- 
ed, the right to punish for con- 
tempt in certain cases was univer- 
sally recognized to be a part of the 
judicial power. Chancery courts 
from an early date had enforced 
their de¢rees by imprisoning recal- 
citrant litigants until they were 
ready to obey. (Beale, Contempt of 
Court, supra.) Sir John Fox in his 
book entitled “Contempt of Court” 
has shown that direct criminal 
contempts were punished by courts 
of law through summary proced- 
ute from an early date. In this

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Since the power to punish for 
contempt is of constitutional 
we must answer two ques- 
tions in regard to the class of 
publications here considered. First, 
did such publications constitute 
punishable contempt of court at 
common law prior to 1820? Second, 
is the power to punish them nec- 
essary and proper to safeguard 
the’ functioning of the court as a 
judicial tribunal? In the case of 
State ex inf. Crow v. Shepherd, 
supra, we said that such publica- 
tions did constitute contempt. The 
publication there involved referred 
to the Oglesby case (next to the 
Shepherd case) and charged this 
court with venality- in deciding 
that case. The record disclosed 
that when the Shepherd case was 
decided the Oglesby case was still 
pending on motion for rehearing. 
The elaborate argument in the 
Shepherd case to prove that a 
publication scandalizing the court 
was punishable as contempt is 
based upon a misunderstanding of 
legal history. The English author- 
ities cited are comparatively re- 
cent ones. They start with an 
opinion prepared by Mr. Justice 
Wilmot in Rex v. Almon, Wilmot, 
Notes and Opinions, 243. One Al- 
mon had published a pamphlet in 


{which he viciously attacked cer- 


tain rulings of Lord Mansfield in 
the Wilkes case after determi- 
nation of that proceeding. A cita- 
tion was issued against Almon and 
after hearing Wilmot prepared a 
decision of the court finding him 
guilty of contempt. Before judg- 
ment, however, it was discovered 
that the case had been wrongly 
entitled and the proceeding was 
dismissed. Some years later the 
Wilmot opinion was published. It 
contained an elaborate argument 
to prove that a publication of this 
character was punishable as con- 
tempt. As is well known, Wilmot 
and Sir William Blackstone were 
close friends and the former to 
some extent collaborated with the 
latter in connection with his fa- 
mous commentaries. Wilmot’s opin- 
ion seems, therefore, to be the foun- 
dation of Blackstone's statement 
as to the contempt power (Black- 
stone’s Commentaries, Book IV, 
ch. 20, par. 3). Later English cases 
followed and applied the rule as 
we did in the Shepherd case. Moré 
exhaustive historical research in 
recent years has proved that Wil- 
mot was wrong and that the power 
he claimed had never been exer- 
cised by the common-law courts, 
but only in a few instances by the 
court of Star Chamber (Sir John 
Fox, Contempt of Court, ch. 2; 
Frankfurter and Landis, Power to 
Regulate Contempts, 37 Harv. Law 
Rev. 1010; Nelles and King, Con- 
tempt by Publication in the 
United States, 28 Columbia Law 
Rev. 401). The great weight of ju- 
dicial authority now supports the 
proposition that a publication, 
however scandalous concerning a 
case which has been closed, is not 
punlishable as a contempt. (Pat- 
terson v. Colorado, 205 U. S. 454, 
51 L. Ed. 879; Craig v. Hecht, 268 
U. 8. 255, 44 Sup. Ct. 103, 68 L. Ed.

Judge Hays added, “We, there- 
fore, hold that since the. power 
to punish for criticism of the 


not exist at common law, 
since it is unnecessary as a safe- 


punishable contempt.” 2 

But he overruled the argument 
of counsel for the publishing com- 
pany and the two petitioners, 
Coghlan and Fitzpatrick, that even 
though a publication relates to a 
case still pending in court and 
constitutes a direct, personal and 
vindictive criticism of the conduct 
of the court in such case, it can- 
not constitute contempt. “With 
this we do not agree,” said Judge 
Hays, citing in support of the hold- 
ing a ruling by the United States 
Supreme Court in Craig vs. Hecht 
(263 U. S. 278). That case held, in 
part, that where the publication 
is intended to obstruct and embar- 
rass a court in a pending proceed- 
ing the court may punish the of- 
fender for contempt. 


On Freedom «G: Press. 


“It is said that this rule vio- 
lates the constitutional guaran- 
ty of freedom of the press,” the 
Judge added. “The right of free- 
dom of the press is only a spe- 
cific instance of the general 
right of freedom of speech en- 
joyed by all. Persons engaged 
in the newspaper business can- 
not claim any other or greater 
right than that possessed by 
their fellows. 


“The right of freedom of 
speech is one of the fundamen- 
tal safeguards of democratic 
government, ... It is the duty 
of this court to zealously safe- 
guard this guaranty of liberty 
against undue encroachment. 
Yet, the right is not absolute an 
unlimited. c 


“Publication of personal and 
unreasoned criticism é6f a court 
before which a case is pending 
often tends to substitute trial 
by newspaper for trial by the 
court and jury and would tend 
to bring about a decision based 
upon the momentary whim of a 
publisher or the desires of the 
mob rather than one based upon 
the law and evidence.” 


But on the other hand, the Judge 
said, “it is true that Judges are 
human beings; that at times igno- 
rant and corrupt men may secure 
places upon the bench.” 

“Judge Cannot Ze Immune.” 

“Under our form of government,” 
he continued, “Judges are elected 
or at least hold their places subject 
to the approval of the people at an 
election. Therefore, the Judge can- 
not be immune from criticism. The 
people who must pass upon his 
continuance in office have a right 
to be informed of his weakness, 
venality or inefficiency, But such 
information can clearly be given 
to them through comment on his 
actions in closed cases without at- 
tempt, through criticism of his 
conduct in pending cases, to in- 
timidate him or interfere with his 
unbiased decisions.” 


Judge Hays overruled conten- 


Circuit Judge Rowe prejudged the 
case and that he improperly denied 
a trial by jury. 

Judge Hays said some of the lan- 
guage used in the contempt cita- 
tion was “unfortunate,” but held 
the record did not justify a finding 
the case was prejudged.

ROOSEVELT SIGNS BILL GIVING 
DEFENSE POWERS TO RFC 


Measure Permits Agency to Set Up 
“Corporations” to Facilitate 
Program, 

WASHINGTON, June 11 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt signed legisla- 
tion today granting the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation 
power to set up “defense corpora- 
tions” which could perform any 
function the President deemed 
necessary “to expedite the defense 
program.” 

These corporations could acquire 
defense facilities, engage in de 
fense production or perform other 
acts considered desirable for de- 
fense, The corporations could un- 
dertake no activities, however, 
which Congress had considered and 
rejected since Jan, 1, 1926. 

In addition, the legislation would 
give the RFC an additional $1,500,- 
900,000 of lending authority and 
would permit it to make loans to 
foreign governments if the latter 
put up their holdings of American 
securities as collateral, 


ZINC, ALUMINUM SCRAP. PUT 
UNDER FULL PRIORITY CONTROL 


Stettinius Says Civilian Use of For- 
mer Must Be Sharply

Chinese Certain 
They'll Always 
Remain Chinese 


“Shockproof” N a- 
ture of People En- 
ables Them to 
Weather Recur- 
ring Crises. 
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LAST ARTICLE OF A SERIES. 
CHUNGKING (By Clipper). 
N the lackadaisical art of 
“muddling through,” no people 
in the world can hold a-candle 
to the Chinese. This trait is a 
factor which cannot be ignored in 
any analysis of the China situa- 

tion. 

Combined with the unpredict- 
ability of the Chinese tempera- 
ment, this special genius of the 
Chinese makes it dangerous to 
venture any prophecy on what is 
going to happen to this country, 
and when. Time after time, in the 
past four years of war, I have 
heard dire catastrophe predicted 
by experts. And time after time, 
I have seen catastrophe somehow 
eluded. 

What many casual visitors to 
China fail to take into considera- 
tion is that China is not a highly 
organized and highly sensitive or- 
ganism like the United States. It 
does not respond to the same 
stimuli, it does not go to pieces 
under the same blows. 

Chinese ‘Shockproof.’ 

The Chinese nation is that way 
because the people are that way. 
The average Chinese is more 
shockproof than your 
American or the average Japanese. 
Tales of graft that would curl the 
hair of an American merely cause 
the Chinese to smile—or at most, 
shake their heads! 
Stories of military setbacks are 
no great shock because they are 
expected. The Chinese measure 
time by decades and centuries and 
all of them have an abiding faith 
that whatever happens the Chinese 
will remain Chinese. They are 
convinced that in spite of momen- 
tary inconvenience, the “Wo-Kuo 
Jen” (“dwarf people”) are. too 
small a people to conquer such a. 
big country. 

Nor are the Chinese as excited 
and apprehensive over their vari- 
ous internal crises as are the for- 
eigners watching frum the side- 
lines. Talking with them, you 
find a vague belief that somehow 
the crisis will be circumvented. 
They are not sure how—but some- 
how! 9 

Patient, Resilient. 

The uncomplaining fortitude ani 
patience of the Chinese is a 
source of never-ending wondern- 
ment to me. Another trait which 
is standing them in good stead is 
their resiliency. This is well il- 


lustrated here. in Chungking, 
where two summers of chain 
bombings have not broken the 


spirit of the pupulation. Though 
knowing that the Japanese bonib- 
ers would cume back again and’ 
again they have not hesitated to 
build hundreds of houses and 
shops on the city’s ruins.

| Army of Fire-Fighting Reserves to be Created| 
—New York, Serving as Model for Rest of 
Country, Far Advanced in Preparations 


Third of Six Articles. 
NEW YORK, June I1. 
HE men and women of Amer- 
T ican cities will be an army 
of firefighters when the Govern- 
ment concludes its program of or- 
ganizing the people for civilian de- 
fense should war come. 
The pattern began to take shape 
rapidly after President Roosevelt 
recently appointed Mayor Fiorello 
H. LaGuardia of New York to di- 
rect civilian defense. | 
In the plans being drafted, every 
citizen will have a job to do in 
defense of his city if need arises. 
Each city will Fave an inde- 
pendent plan of operation, of 
course, in dealing with its own 
problems of fire protection, but 
the exhaustive studies and plans 
made by the city of New York 
are the master plan for setting up 
civilian fire-fighting brigades. 
Developed in line with British 
experience, it calls for the co-op- 
eration and participation of every- 
one, the protection of every build- 
ing, and all industries, stores, 
plants and vital service centers. 
LaGuardia foresaw the need for 
a-planned program of civilian de- 


fense many months ago and put 


his experts to work on. the prob- 
lem. He sent three firemen - to 
London to observe the British sys- 
tem of civilian defense and fire- 
fighting methods. : 


Manual Prepared. 


From these studies came a war- 
time fire defense manual, pub- 
lished by the United States Con- 
ference of Mayors, headed by La- 
Guardia. It is ready for mayors, 
fire department chiefs and public 
safety officials throughout’ the 
country as a guide for future prep- 
arations. 

As a result of these studies, New 
York probably is two years ahead 
of miost other American cities in 
the study of civilian defense, but 
the others will benefit from this 
experience.

the decision of a court after a case is closed, or 
whether, upon doing so, it may be punished for 
contempt. If the latter were true, an effective gag 
would be placed upon the. press of this State. 

The answer of the Supreme Court of Missouri 
is crystal clear. In a decision written by Judge 
Charles Thomas Hays and handed down yesterday, 
the court held that “the great weight of judicial 
authority now supports the proposition that a 
publication, however scandalous, concerning a case 
which has been closed, is not punishable as a eon- 
“tempt.” 

Making a distinction between attempts to obstruct 
justice in a pending case and comment on & case 
which has been concluded, the court said: “We, 
therefore, hold that since the power to punish for 
criticism of the court in regard to a past case did 
not exist at common law, and since it is unneces- 
sary as a safeguard to the proper functioning of 
the court as a judicial tribunal, such publications 
do not constitute punishable contempt.” 

The two editorials and cartoon, for which this 
newspaper were cited, referred to dismissal of 
criminal charges against John P. Nick and Edward 
M. Brady. A similar case against John P. Nick 
and Clyde A, Weston was on the docket, waiting to 
be tried, at the time. It was charged that the 
publications interfered with the processes of jus- 
tice in the pending case. 

To this charge the Supreme Court replied as fol- 
lows: 

A careful reading of the first two editorials 
shows that neither of them mentions the case of 
State vs. Nick and Weston, nor does the cartoon 
refer to it. As to the last editorial published 
on March 6: While this article does, in one in- 
stance, mention Clyde A, Weston, its language 
is couched in the past tense, which leads us to 
the belief that it can only refer to the concluded 


cases against Nick and Brady and the concluded 
civil case of Robinson vs. Nick and Weston. 
Continuing, the court said: — 

True, Nick was a party to both criminal cases 
and the issues involved were similar. But, if 
right to criticise a closed case is to be denied 
simply because a case involving a similar issue 
is still pending, it would be so greatly cur- 
tailed as to be valueless. Nor can the simple 
fact that the same party appears in both cases 
be determinative. Sometimes a large number 
of cases are filed against one defendant. Could 
it be contended that a writer must wait until the 
last of these cases was decided before uttering 
any criticism of the decision in the first? A 
careful reading of the editorials and a careful 
consideration of the cartoon leads us to the view 
that they did pot directly interfere with or 
influence the ease of State vs. Nick and Weston. 


So the court ruled, first, that any newspaper in 
Missouri is free to comment on a case that is closed 
and, second, that even if similar cases against the 
same defendant or defendants are pending, no news- 
paper must withhold utterance until these casés 
are disposed of. In every large city, there are 
chronic offenders against the law; if the Supreme 
Court had ruled otherwise, these offenders and the 
courts, in case justice should miscarry, would be 
immune from criticism. 

The criticism of this newspaper against the court's 
rulings in the cases of Nick and Brady and against 
the inept handling of these cases by the former 
Circuit Attorney were part of a long series of its 
criticisms of the failure of justice in St. Louis. 
This newspaper has the highest respect for the 
judiciary, it goes without saying, and its comments 
on the failure of justice in this city were designed 
to cure an evil condition. This condition arose be- 
cause some local Judges were unfit and had been 
placed on the bench, not because of their character 
and their legal learning, but because of political 
influence. Some of the Judges were the creatures 
of machine politicians and paid off their obligations 
accordingly. 

Before and since the citation for contempt, this 
newspaper worked for the passage of an amendment 
to the State Constitution to take the Judges out 
of machine politics and to substitute therefor an 
elective-appointive system. At the November elec- 
tion last year, the electorate of Missouri, by a huge 
majority, adopted this great reform and it is now 
about to go into effect. There is little question but 
that the new system will have highly beneficial 
results in the administration of justice. 

As for John P. Nick and Clyde A. Weston, though 
they were not convicted in the courts of Missouri, 
they were indicted in Federal Court for labor racket- 
eering and convicted. These men are notorious hood- 
‘lums, who have preyed on employer and employe 
alike, and have received a proper punishment. 

The Supreme Court’s decision greatly clarifies 
the right of free speech and frée press in Missouri 
on the subject of criticism of the courts, and further 
whittles away the court’s ruling in the old Shepherd 
case, decided in 1903. In the present case, the 
court, pointing out that there are proper curbs on 
freedom of speech to safeguard the processes of 
justice, used this broad language: 

On the other hand, it is true that Judges are 
human beings; that at times ignorant and cor- 
Trupt men may secure places upon the bench. 
Under our form of government Judges are 
elected or at lefst hold their places subject to 
the approval of the people at an election. There- 
fore, the Judge cannot be immune from criti- 
cism. The people who must pass upon his con- 
tinuance in office have a right to be informed 
of his weakness, venality or inefficiency.

Winston Churchill's address to the House of Com- 
mons yesterday was another eloquent statement of 
British determination, but it left much to be desired 
as an explanation of the defeat in Crete. 4 

Britain did not have enough air power, the Prime 
Minister said, but all the same, the battle was 
worth fighting since it held up the. Nazi war ma- 
chine’s progress in the Mediterranean. 

These general statements do not answer the 
specific questions asked in the British press, which 
reacted to the loss of Crete with some of the sharp- 
est criticisms of the Government heard since the 
war began. _Why, it was asked, were no serious 
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attempts made to fortify Crete after the island was; | 


occupied last November? Why were there no under-. 
ground hangars? Why were the British surprised 
again, as in Norway, France and Greece? 
British correspondent, almost as if in answer to 
Churchill's present statement, began his dispatch 
with these words: “It was not only airplanes 
we lacked; it was foresight.” 

British resistance at Crete did hold up the Nasi 

advance for a time, but it was at a terrific price; . 
15,000 men killed, wounded and captured; four 
cruisers and seven destroyers lost. Mr, Churchill 
himself, after the retreat from Dunkerque, sounded 
a realistic warning against attempting to twist a 
retreat into the aspect of victory. “Wars are not 
won by evacuations,” he said in his address of June 
4, 1940. The London Daily Mail, in this same spirit, 
asked last week: “When are we going to see an end 
of masterly retreats?” ) ; 
. Mr. Churchill has from the beginning consistently 
taken a stand against the rousing of false hopes. 
He said again yesterday that “we must expect ever 
harder fighting and many disappointments,” and 
that “I have never encouraged any hopes of a short 
or easy war.” The Daily Mail editorial reprinted 
on this page today makes a plea against the nonchal- 
ant philosophy of “it wilBcome right in the end,” and 
calls for more plain speaking and truth-telling. 

The British have proved that they can take 
it, both the bombs of a ruthless enemy and the 
bad news that has been their tragic lot in the last 
year.

PASSAGE OF THE BABY HEALTH BILL. 

Defeat of the Keet marriage health bill in the 
Missouri House last week caused an unusually wide- 
spread and emphatic volume of public protest, as 
contributors to the Post-Dispatch letter column in 
the last few days have vigorously demonstrated.

with bringing about passage of the McReynolds 
baby health bill by the House last night by the 
overwhelming vote of 107 to 0.

The House refuses to require syphilis tests for 
marriage license applicants, a provision that would 
check the spread of this dangerous venereal dis- 
ease and assure the birth of chilfren free from 
infection.. It does, however, approve these same 
tests for expectant mothers, thus providing in an- 
other form the protection for Missouri’s infants 
that it denied in its vote a week ago. | 

If one set of tests is in order, then the other set 
of tests assuredly is also in order. If the House 
approves one phase of protection against syphilis 
by a vote of 107 to 0, then how can it consistently 


reject the other type of protection, and continue '

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One Regiment's Lack of Equipment 


Missouri anti-aircraft organization not only is short of trucks, guns, 
etc.; but hasn't enough ammunition for target practice, says writer 
who saw its maneuvers in Texas; men had only one blanket each 
last winter; praises showing and morale of troops despite handicaps.

HE maneuvers of the 203rd Coast Artil- 
T lery in Central Texas has revealed an 

amazing lack of equipment, These are 
the maneuvers that will serve as an opening 
curtain for the training of 500,000 men in 
Texas and Louisiana this summer. 

I learned at Bastrop, 30 miles south of 
Austin, where the headquarters for the 
203rd are set up, that the maneuvers will 
be notable not for what the army has but 
for what it has not. 

The 203rd is an anti-aircraft regiment 
from Missouri, designed for defense. It is 
supposed to move into the field in a mini- 
mum convoy of 350 trucks, It has 150. Ten 
of its trucks have been decommissioned be- 
cause they are worn out. 

It is su to be mobile to the extent 
that it proceed to an attacked area to 
repel an aerial blitzkrieg. But the prime 
movers, 12 of them that pull its three-inch 
guns, are so old-fashioned and cumbersome 
that they are capable of a maximum speed 
of only 32 miles an hour on the best con- 
crete pavement. 

Only a few of its vehicles are new—a sup- 
ply recently was sent in, and the regiment 
has had no end of trouble from defective 
parts in the, new machines. 

The heavy artillery of the regiment is its 
three-inch anti-aircraft guns. It has 12, the 
required number, every one obsolete. 

The regiment is supposed to have 24 .87 
mm. guns, but has two. ; 

= * = 

The requirement for .50-caliber machine 
guns, the smallest caliber effective against 
planes, is 12 for the regiment. There are 
eight, and the soldiers can’t even maneuver 


guns, the old World War type, with the out- 
fit. But today the army is almost losing its 
use for such guns in outfits like the coast 
artillery regiment. Most modern combat 
airplanes carry a half-dozen machine guns, 
two of which are .50 caliber, an eighth of 
the machine-gug strength of the entire 


fight with. It was the first organization 
called up last September and sent to Pala- 
cios, and it is supposed to be trained that 
much more than other regiments through- 
out the country—ea unit for the first line. 

But it doesn’t even have the ammunition 
to meet its target practice. Last week, an 
order was issued to cut down one-third on 
the basic allowance of every unit engaged 
in target practice. 

Its soldiers are supposed to learn first 
the handling of the basic weapon, the army 
rifle. A gpirited attempt has ,»been made 
to get this training, but what been ob- 
tained has been with the old .30-caliber 
Springfield rifle of the 1903 pattern. They 
haven’t even seen a Garand rifle. 

That isn’t all. Last winter, during the 
coldest spell, the army had only one bilan- 
ket apiece to supply many of its men at 
Palacios, and this post is taken as an ex- 
ample because it was the first activated. 

You think the Colonel ought to have a 
headache? He did. But for three weeks, 
recently, the army didn’t even have aspirin 
at the camp hospital. | 

* * * 

The 203rd is what I would call a splendid 
organization. Its officers claim the highest 
morale among troops in the army. On its 
route through Central Texas, its batteries 
were commanded by junior officers, its 
battery commanders all being away at ar- 
tillery schools. 

They did a good job. They are the hard- 
est-working men and officers I have seen 
anywhere in Texas, But it was evident that 
lack of equipment has handicapped them 
severely. 

The commanding officer, Col. Ray E, 
Watson, a Circuit Judge of Missiouri, is now 
faced with giving up an office to which 
he has just been elected for a six-year term.

His recent illness had kept 
Beard, who won early fame as the 
original illustrator of Mark 
Twain's early books, from com- 
pleting the. drawings for a recent 
article he wrote for the August 
issue of Boy’s Life. He had writ- 
ten a monthly article for that 
magazine for 30 years. 

Recently he had spent most of 
his time dictating articles and col- 
oring his last drawings. 

Beard always stressed moral in- 
struction in his work with boys, 
but it was his pride to be “a 
man’s man.” One of his sayings 
was: “I smoked for 40 years but 
when the women commenced, I 
quit, because I wasn’t a sissy.”

NEW YORK, June 11 (AP).— 
Actresses Florence Reed and Peg- 
gy Wood have resigned as vice- 
presidents of Actors’ Equity Asso- 
ciation, along with eight other 
Equity council members, in a 
group protest against what they 
termed a “subversive influence” 
in association affairs.

Gen 
Grant served in Cuba in 1906, 
when the presence of an Amer- 
ican military force was used in 
establishing order after an insur- 
rection. 


In honor of the General, a flag, | 


usually flown only on holidays, 
was hoisted on the eagle-topped 
flagpole at the cabin., 

After inspecting the cabin, the 
General and Postmaster W. Rufus 
Jackson, who accompanied him on 
the tour, were taken on a-.trip 
around the Busch estate in a 
shooting .wagon drawn by two 
perfectly matched Dutch coach 
horses.

tional CIO Officer, 
Roosevelt Says.

more national defense plants, such’ 
as the North American Aviation 
unit at Inglewood, Cal., President 
Roosevelt hopes they can be re- 
turned to private operation as soon 
as possible, 

This announcement.was made by 
the President at a brief press con- 
ference late yesterday, which. was 
devoted almost entirely .to the 
strike situation. He also announced 


that the bargaining negotiations at 
the North American Aviation plant 
would be with Richard T. Frank- 
ensteen, national CIO organizer for 
the aviation industry, and not with 
the local officers who have been 
ousted from the nationa] union. 


On the West Coast shipping 
strike, the President repeated that 


Harvey W. Brown, presidént of the 
AFL machinist union, had prom- 
ised to call his executive commit- 
tee together tomorrow to see if 
that group could end the strike 
against 11 shipbuilding plants in 
the San Francisco area, This meet- 
ing, originally called for Chicago, 
will be held in Washington. : 
Roosevelt declined to discuss the 
strikes by CIO aluminum workers, 
saying that they were still in the 
hands of the Defense Labor Media- 
tion Board, which had made.no 
recommendations to him. He also 
declined to comment on the desir- 
ability of specific legislation au- 
thorizing him to instruct the army 
to take over strike-bound defense 
plants. 

Regular Pay at Plane Piant. 
The press conference was: held 
immediately after the President 
had conferred with Attorney Gen- 
eral Jackson. One of the topics 
discussed, he said, was the pay 
envelopes of the men returning to 
work at the North American Avia- 
tion plant. 

The pay, the President _ said, 
would be the same as before the 
Mediation Board agreement had 
been violated, and any increases 
granted would be retroactive. to 
May 1. The Mediation Board, or 
a panel, he continued, would try 
immediately to negotiate a con- 
tract.

He dismissed as “very iffy” a 
questior on whether present strik- 
ers who are eligible for the draft 
would be reclassified. by draft 
boards’ if they returned to work 
before ine strike ended. He said 
that -he did not know the answer; 
that no one but the reporter had 
ever brought it up. 

When another reporter related 
that an Associated Press dispatch 
from Lisbon had said that Portu- 
gal was sending a formal protest 
against that portion of the “fire- 
side talk” of May 27 which inti. 
mated that the United States 
might take over the Azores, the 
President observed that this was 
just a report and that he did not 
think a protest had come in or 
would come in, because there was 
nothing to protest. 

He also characterized as a “re- 
port” the rumor that Francis B. 
Sayre was being recalled as High 
Commissioner in the Philippines, 
This report, he added, was more 
than a year old.

WASHINGTON, June 10. 


NE morning long ago Mrs...

more mail on her kidney- 
shaped mahogany desk in the 
White House than she could answer 
herself. The State Department 
sent over someone to help her out, 
and ever since the White House 
Social Secretary has been an insti- 
tution frequently working at .the 
same desk, which still is a part 
of the furnishings. 

.Today America’s first social sec- 
retary is Mrs. James M. Helm, a 
navy daughter and widow and a 
personal friend of Mrs. Franklin 
D. Roosevelt. She directs a corps 
of six stenographers, messengers 
and fancy penmen, which has in- 
creased to as many as 20 when the 
social season surges to its peak 
along .the Potomac. 

In the past eight years, Edith 
Helm has arranged social affairs 
ranging from a state banquet in 
honor of King George VI and 
Queen Elizabeth of England to 
parties feathring musical chairs 
ani pop crackers given for guests 
of the Roosevelt grandchildren. 

At 13, Mrs. Helm had cracked a 
bottle of champagne over the 
prow of the then cruiser Benham 
when it was launched, named for 
her father, the late Rear Admiral 
Andrew Benham. 

Later in life she again qualified 
for the exclusive society of navy 
sponsors when she christened the 
destroyer Helm, named after her 
husband, the late Rear Admiral 
Helm. 

A gentlewoman with a cultivat- 
ed voice and imposing carriage, 
Mrs. Helm, as Edith Benham, was 
social secretary to the second Mrs. 
Woodrow Wilson and accompanied 
her to the peace conference in 
1919. She still has a collection of 
engraved invitations to state func- 
tions, given by most of the 
crowned heads of Europe, which 
she attended during this historie 
period. 

The then Miss Benham had met 
Mrs. Roosevelt in Washington, but 
on the ship coming home from the 
conference she got well acquaint- 
ed with the Assistant Secretary of 
Navy and his wife, often joining 
them for tea during the crossing. 

Mrs. Roosevelt is the first wife 
of any President to keep two secre- 
taries busy: And she did not know 
she would need them until after 
the first inauguration day. She 
brought Malvina (Tommy) Thomp- 
son, her personal secretary, who 
knew nothing of protocol, to Wash- 
ington with her, and Mrs. Helm 
dropped a note to Mrs. Roosevelt 
asking if she might help out the 
newcomer, 

Without salary, she reported at

Mrs. Helm, unlike Tommy, does 
not live at the White House and 
although she always is included

She has an apartment at 2301

Will your limbs and feet look 
presentable in revealing bathing 
suits, shorts and play clothes this 
summer? It’s not too soon to 


start getting them into shape. 


What does the check-up show? 
If you have corns and calluses, 
find out why. Are your shoes 
tight or do they fit poorly? Do 
you walk incorrectly with the toes 
pointed outward, making the 
smaller toes rub against the shoe?

REPORT in a medical journal 
concerning a case of Rocky 
Mountain spotted fever in 
Pennsylvania and one in New 
York State would seem to indicate 
that dangers from wood-ticks are 
not confined to the Rocky Moun- 


‘ tain regions alone. 


The Rocky Mountain region is 
however liable to epidemics of 
spotted fever, Spotted fever is 
contracted from the bite of an in- 
fected wood-tick. The term Rocky 
Mountain region, however, is 
rather indefinite, as it extends 
practically from-Texas to the Pa- 
cific Ocean and from Lower Cali- 
fornia to lower Canada. 

Outbreaks of Rocky Mountain 
spotted fever usually begin early 
in April. The number of cases 
gradually increases in May and 
June, falls off in July. Very few 
cases occur in August. 

The symptoms come on three to 
four days after having been bitten 
by an infected tick. The féver runs 
a course from 14 to 27 days. There 
is no successful treatment after 
the onset of the fever and hope lies 
in prevention by fighting the ticks 
or by submitting to annual vacci- 


nation. 
There is one safe rd which 


’ depends on the peculiar fact that. 


the virus of the disease is not dis- 
charged from the tick until after 
it has fed for several hours. It 
seems that the virus ~* —— 
in the tick’s body and~ requires 
that it be activated by fresh blood.

PASTEURIZE 

A verb. To sterilize by heating. 

Pasteurize is the surprise word 
of the week. The prevailing mis- 
pronunciation is “PASS-cher-ize.” 

As the word pasteurize is most 
familiar in connection with milk, 
it must be that we reason thus? 
milk comes from cows; cows are 
kept in pastures; our milk, then, 
is “pasture-ized.” 

But there is no earthly connec- 
tion. The process of pasteuriza- 
tion was invented by and named 
for a renowned French chemist, 
the late Louis Pasteur, who also 
originated the Pasteur treatment 
of rabies (RAY-bi-eez). 


Since the name Louis Pasteur is 
correctly pronounced: loo-WEE 
pass-TER, the second syllable of 
pasteurize must also be “ter” as 
in termite, terminate. 

Correct pronunciation: PASS- 
ter-ize. 

(Capitals indicate syllables to be 


accented.) 


Note: The word Dairy (from the 
Middle English DEIERIE, mean- 
ing “maid”) should not be pro- 
nounced “DAY-ree.” The first syl- 
lable should rhyme with air, 
hair, fair, as: DAIR-ee, The word 
diary (a book, from the Latin 
diarium, meaning “day”’) should 
not be pronounced “DYE-ree.”
